upon them through the potency of 
money. T. bo law's delays aro proverbial, 
•nd it u » fact that a poor man stands 
but littlo show of obtaining justice 
against an unprincipled and wealthy 
neighbor; all because tho latter can 
afford to take advantage of the endless 
supersedeasosl new trials, appeals, etc., 
known to modern jurisprudence, while 
the former only sees himself growing 
poorer in pocket and moie disheartened 
in spirit. 
Most reformers take the 


position that litigation is loo expen- 
sive, and that justice demands that it 
should ho cheapened, so that tho poor, 
as well as tho rich, may bo able to profit 
by tbo protect ion of tho law. But the 
Chicago Tribune advocates the plan of 
relieving our state supremo court of a 
groat amount of work, by making the 
fees in appeal oases do high us to prac- 
tically exclude from its precincts all 
litigants of small moans. The Tribune 
would mako less lawsuits by raising the 
price of them to a figure that would 
make them a luxury within tho reach 
only of those liiuky parties who arc 
possessed of gloat wealth.
